IV. WHAT TO FXPECT OX "THE JOB 
Doatt start sounding off the first dav on the job, or even the first week. Work, 
iearn your job and | don't goof off on someone else's back, Gut if the workers are 
taking a break or goofing, £o ahead (unless it vill cost the job, which the others 
will understand). Although ve're "re here for a short time and can't expect miracles 
in three months, we don't have to wait as long as we might (if it were a permanent 
job) to "open vp" or political questions. LEARN FROM THE WCPXERS, about the vork, 
Job, history of the nlent, their attitudes on every Question. Listen, and rartici- 
nate in buli sessions. You micht-find out who the finxs arc. 
Don't be shocked by the racist rcnarks of the white workers , by ا‎ Pugeg political 
impres ;sions, pro-var talk, "keeping-up-vith-the Joneses" talk. £ the workers 
understood racism, the war, middle class morality, capitalist nanivcülation, etc., 
things would not be the way they are. Do let them know you're a student جع‎ soon as 
possible without risking the Job. You can 't be honest with the workers until they 
tnos. Altho some workers think students are snobs (some are), they also respect 
sducation and want their kids to go to college. Your job is to bring across the 
'dentity of interests between students end workers. Without workers there would 


2e no universities, they create the wealth, and have the nover. Without then, no 


nesic chenzes can happen in the system, etc. 


Jut we are there with & specific purpose - to talk about political issues even the 
student movement, since we vill have a chance to "change our image" from what the press 
5&5 said about us.
